The weatho- is too warm for a heated con- 


troversy over the matter and at no time have I been ai.lo to attach 
much importance to a definite and exact location but having been 
spoken to I will say a few words; anent the matter. - 


Nothing on (lie subject can affect the mural painting in the 


court room, as it is on all hands admitted that the site was on high 
ground whether on a hill on the Johnson farm o- en one on 
tho 


Miller farm. The picture is true to nature and fact inasmuch a-s it 
presents the hi^h ground, the trees of this locality and the person- 
ages prominent in thc treaty. But 
I am clear in thc 
conviction 


that tho site was on the Johnson farm, above the present middle 
basin of tne canal. 


I have in my possession a little book 
entitled

Roads or Indian Trails of the Central West. In this is a- ca-efully 
drawn map prepared from 
old maps and chronicles of 
the 
trail 


from Ft. 
Pitt

followed by. Bouquet according to his notes and report was sub- 
stantially, almost exactly that trail. It was on tne ridge between 
Mill Creek and the Tuscarawas rivo->- Traces of it were plain when 
I came to this county in 1S5C on thc Boyd and Ilanion taims; no 
considerable number of Indian weapons" b'r'other antiquities have 
been found on th's site as on the Miller faim. but these would not 
be looked for in Bouquet's camp.

To offset this is the claim 
that the junction of the Tusoarawas and the Walhoaciing in Bou- 
quet's day was a rnilc northeast of the present junctior, near

present canal basin. Some men have talked to me about a Bayou 
called Sal's Gud, a sort of vermiform appendix 
of 
the 
Walhond- 


ing river, near where, some fix thz>t old junction. But less than a 
single generation after Bouquet's expedition old Charlie Williams 
had his ferry m operation, just below the present junction, start- 
ing at foot of Chestnut street and landing about where the now- 
proposed Xain street bridge will touch the vest side of the river. 
No case of so much land made as thes»i people talk of in tne 
possible length of time. Thc so-called Rifle Pits

fr« in add notuing to the strength of thc claim for that site. Bou- 
quet had'no rifie pits nor need for any. He was to fight, if at all, 
on thc offensive and not defensive. 
The Miller farm

have 


been the camping ground of some of the numerous Indian tribes, 
and even a battle field. About the time of Bouquet it is estimated 
there were at least ten thousand Indians in what is 
now Ohio 


and they as stirred u«> by the French at Detroit or the English at 
Fort Pitt were not always at peace with one another.

Oyster Bay, X. Y., July 24—In un- 


mistakable language President Roose- 
velt has announced the determination 
of the administration to proceed with 
prosecution of the Standard Oil com- 
pany case despite the decision ad- 
verse to tho government handed down 
by the United States circuit court of 
appeals. 
This decision, the president 


thinks. In no way affects tho merits of 
the case, and he made known' his de- 
cision to cause the action to bo 
brought again before thc courts in 
such shape. If possible, as to prevent 
technicalities interfering with a de- 
cision based upon the actual Issues 
Involved. The statement in the mat- 
ter, made public by Secretary Loeb, 
follows: 


"The president has directed the at- 


torney general to immediately take 
steps for the retrial of the Standard 
Oil case. The reversal of the decision 
of the lower court does not in any 
shape or way touch the merits of tho 
case, except Insofar as the size of the 
fine Is concerned. Thare is absolutely 
no Question of tho guilt of the defend- 
ants or of the exceptionally grave 
character of the offense. 
The presi- 


dent would regaid It as a gross mis- 
carriage of Justice tf, through 
any 


technicalities of any kind, the defend- 
ant escaped the punishment which 
would 
have 
unquestionably been 


meted out to any weaker defendant 
who had been guilty of such an of- 
fense. 
The president will do every- 


thing In his power to avert or prevent 
such miscarriage of justice. With 
this purpose in view the president has 
directed tho attorney general to bring 
into consultation Frank B. Kellogg In 
the matter and to do everything pos- 
slbleto bring tho offenders to-justice."

Chicago, July 24.—If application is 


made to tho supreme court for a writ 
of certiorari In the government case 
against the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana, It will be done uy Attorney 
General Bonaparte. This statement 
was made by Edwin W. Sims, the dis- 
trict attorney who handled the gov- 
ernment's case against me company, 
when shown the Washington dispatch 
suggesting that such application were 
possible.
